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LANDS  AND  MINERALS 


Lands  and  minerals  activities  are  the  concern  of  both  the  Division  of  Re- 
sources and  the  Division  of  Technical  Services. 

Lands  and  Minerals  Operati >ns, Division  of  Technical  Services,  provides 
realty  and  leasing  services  as  needed  in  support  of  Federal  programs  designed 
to  meet  state  and  local  needs,  to  meet  obligations  to  the  general  public  under 
existing  legislation,  and  to  conduct  the  mineral  leasing  program.  Specific  duties 
relate  to  providing  the  adjudication  of  applications  for  national  resource  lands, 
issuing  land  patents,  and  conducting  the  BLM's  access-acquisition  program. 

Lands  and  Minerals,  Division  of  Resources,  treats  lands  and  minerals  as  true 
natural  resources  and  provides  training,  professional  guidance  and  technical  advice 
to  district  offices.  Specific  duties  include  cooperation  with  other  technical  dis- 
ciplines, such  as  recreation  and  range  management,  to  determine  which  multiple  uses 
are  practical  in  given  areas  of  Nevada,  and  helping  to  formulate  long  -  and  short- 
range  plans. 

During  Fiscal  Year  1973,  some  20,000  acres  of  land  were  transferred  from 
federal  ownership.  As  of  June  30,  1973  there  were  196  leases  in  effect  covering 
214,000  acre 8.

RANGE  MANAGEMENT 

Goals  of  the  range  management  program  are  to  improve  all  national  resource 
land  likely  to  be  retained  in  Federal  ownership  and  to  enhance  forage  production 
by  implementing  Allotment  Management  Plans.  These  plans  are  based  on  BLM  and 
rancher  cooperation  and  planned  livestock  use  of  national  resource  lands.  A  type 
of  range  management  called  Rest  Rotation  Grazing  has  proven  thus  far  to  be  ef- 
fective at  revitalizing  national  resource  lands  with  high  but  unrealized  grazing 
potential. 

The  charts  below  are  based  on  Grazing  Years  1972  and  1973;  Grazing  Year 
1973  ran  from  March  1,  1972  to  February  28,  1973.  An  Animal  Unit  Month  is  a 
measure  of  the  food  needed  to  feed  one  cow  or  five  sheep  for  one  month.  Section  3 
licenses  are  in  grazing  districts  and  Section  15  leases  are  outside  established 
grazing  districts.

RANGE  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  range  improvement  program  is  designed  to  improve  Nevada's  range land, 
to  provide  for  livestock  forage  needs,  and  to  make  the  land  more  suitable  for 
a  variety  of  multiple  uses.  While  priority  is  given  to  maintenance  of  existing 
improvements,  new  Improvements  are  planned  and  installed  with  help  from  grazing 
advisory  boards  and  national  resource  land  users. 

Range  improvement  funds  are  a  portion  of  the  grazing  fees  paid  BLM  by 
ranchers  holding  grazing  leases  and  licenses.  Improvements  are  carried  out  on 
grazing  allotments  which  have  range  management  programs  in  effect  and  can  best 
benefit  from  improvements.  The  program  ties  in  very  closely  with  Allotment 
Management  Planning  and  the  range  management  program.

FORESTRY 


An  objective  of  the  forestry  program  in  Nevada  is  to  meet  local  demands 
for  woodland  products  through  sale.   Because  "forests"  as  commonly  thought  of 
are  rare  on  national  resource  lands  in  Nevada,  the  program  concentrates  on 
maintaining  woodland  cover  to  prevent  erosion  and  thus  enhance  watershed,  wild- 
life habitat,  and  recreation.

FIRE  PROTECTION  AND  REHABILITATION 

The  effectiveness  of  the  fire  protection  program  depends  largely  upon 
fire  prevention,  prompt  detection,  and  aggressive  efficient  suppression. 
The  primary  suppression  objective  is  to  prevent  the  uncontrolled  spread 
of  wildfire.  A  necessary  course  of  action  for  control  is  determined 
after  careful  consideration  of  iany  factors  including  those  with  economic 
and  anvironmental  implications.  Any  actions  taken  by  BLM  fire  crews 
in  response  to  fire  reports  are  termed  "Fire  Actions1.'  These  include 
false  alarms,  fires  on  national  resource  lands,  and  fires  on  private  land 
which  threaten  national  resource  lands. 


Most  Nevada  BLM  fire  actions  occur  between  May  15  and  October  31.  They 
are  initiated  through  BLM  District  fire  control  organizations.  These 
include  fire  dispatch  offices,  pumpers  with  trained  crews  and  an  efficient 
communication  system.  The  system  provides  a  means  for  requesting  and 
dispatching  additional  men,  equipment,  and  supplies  when  needed.  Fire 
actions  are  classified  by  the  size  of  the  burned  area  as  shown  in  the 
table  below.  BLM  fire  actions  during  calendar  year  1972  are  summarized 
in  the  table.

SOIL  AND  WATERSHED  MANAGEMENT 

Long-range  objectives  of  the  watershed  program  are  to  stabilize  watersheds 
to  protect  them  from  further  deterioration,  and  to  develop  or  improve  watershed 
conditions  to  meet  specific  needs.  Typical  needs  include  greater  water  quality 
or  quantity,  reduction  of  flood  damage,  and  reduction  of  sediment. 

Short-range  goals  are  accomplished  through  resource  development  and  con- 
servation programs  which  apply  land  treatments  such  as  grass  seeding,  brush 
control,  or  fencing  that  will: 

Control  or  prevent  soil  erosion; 

Restore  soil  productivity  to  enhance  other  resource  use  values  such 
as  fish  and  wildlife  development,  livestock  forage,  timber  production, 
outdoor  recreation,  and  other  esthetic  values  on  watershed  areas; 

Enhance  water  values,  including  improvements  in  water  quality,  renewal 
of  ground  water  supplies,  control  of  flood  and  sediment,  protection  of 
public  health,  and  stabilization  of  local  economies. 

Resource  development  and  conservation  work  done  in  Fiscal  Year  1973,  and 
the  total  work  done  since  1936  is  shown  in  the  following  tables.

RECREATION  MANAGEMENT 


Long-term  objectives  of  the  recreation  management  program  are  to  manage 
national  resource  lands  for  recreational  use,  to  develop  guidelines  for  off- 
road  vehicle  use,  to  develop  areas  of  regional  and  national  significance,  to 
protect  antiquities,  and  to  protect  the  environmental  and  natural  values  of 
Nevada' 8  national  resource  lands. 

Horseback  riding,  hiking,  camping,  hunting,  fishing,  sightseeing,  winter 
and  water  sports,  and  off-road  vehicle  use  are  popular  recreational  uses  of 
national  resource  lands.  As  the  need  for  recreation  management  has  grown  on 
Nevada's  national  resource  lands,  the  BLM  has  provided  for  increased  numbers 
of  visitors  by  implementing  recreation  plans  and  constructing  new  recreation 
facilities.  Some  areas  identified  or  designated  specifically  for  recreation 
use  include  a  9,000  acre  Las  Vegas  Dunes  Off-Road  Vehicle  Area,  the  70,000 
acre  Red  Rock  Canyon  Recreation  Lands,  several  natural  areas  containing  unique 
flora  or  fauna,  and  many  historical  or  archeological  sites.  Eight  developed 
campgrounds,  listed  below,  have  been  built  in  areas  of  high  visitor  use.

Primary  emphasis  at  this  time  is  aimed  at  inventorying  and  planning  to  identify 
recreation  resource  potential.  As  plans  are  completed,  areas  will  be  managed 
accordingly. 
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WILDLIFE  HABITAT  MANAGEMENT 


Wildlife  habitat  management  provides  for  maintenance  and  improvement  of 
wildlife  habitat  conditions  of  food,  water,  cover,  and  space.  If  habitat  con- 
ditions are  right,  wildlife  thrive.  The  goal  of  the  wildlife  program  is  to  assure 
r.hat  every  parcel  of  Nevada's  national  resource  lands  produce  the  highest  quality 
of  wildlife  habitat,  to  assure  pul'ic  access  to  areas  inhabited  by  wildlife,  and 
to  emphasize  the  perpetuation  of  rare  and  endangered  wildlife. 

BLM  works  closely  with  the  Nevada  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  and  the 
Bureau  of  Sports  Fisheries  and  Wildlife,  cooperating  on  programs  like:  rating 
habitat  conditions,  sponsoring  needed  research,  disseminating  information  to  the 
public  and  other  agencies,  and  developing  Habitat  Management  Plans  which  describe 
present  habitat  conditions  and  identify  ways  to  maintain  or  Improve  habitat. 

National  resource  lands  provide  a  home  for  many  species  of  wild  animals. 
In  each  of  the  BLM' 8  six  districts,  there  is  an  average  of  2S0  different  species 
of  birds,  50  species  of  mammals,  50  species  of  fish,  and  50  species  of  amphibians 
and  reptiles.  During  Fiscal  Year  1973,  wildlife  living  on  national  resource  lands 
provided  the  following  estimated  nuaiber  of  recreational  visitor  days:  Big  Game, 
98,000  days;  Small  Game,  115,000  days;  and  Fishing,  115,000  days.

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CADASTRAL  SURVEY 

The  long-range  goal  of  the  Cadastral  Survey  program  Is  to  completely 
survey  Nevada's  national  resource  lands,  a  task  at  which  it  has  been  stead- 
ily working  since  1861. 

Immediate  goals  are  to  provide  surveys  needed  to  support  public  programs, 
to  do  those  surveys  which  are  required  by  law,  and  to  resurvey  where 
necessary  to  identify  the  boundries  of  national  resource  lands  so  these 
lands  can  be  properly  managed.  Resurveys  are  needed  on  about  29  million 
acres  or  about  1,250  townships,  as  the  original  surveys  were  completed 
prior  to  1910  under  the  contract  system,  and  little  evidence  remains  of 
corner  monuments  placed  at  the  time.  Nearly  19  million  acres  or  about  850 
townships  are  still  unsurveyed. 

During  Fiscal  Year  1973,  four  BLM  survey  crews  surveyed  section  lines  en- 
closing 421,050  acres  or  about  658  square  miles.  Areas  surveyed  were 
those  of  the  highest  priority.  Because  of  the  vast  land  area  in  Nevada  and 
if  surveying  continues  at  the  present  rate,  the  completion  of  surveys  on 
national  resource  lands  will  require  approximately  another  200  years.  This 
work  is  significant  both  in  terms  of  today's  management  need  on  the  national 
resource  lands  and  as  a  basis  for  resolving  future  needs, many  of  which  have 
not  yet  been  determined. 

The  Cadastral  Surveys  are  the  official  government  survey  of  national  resource 
lands  and  are  conducted  by  the  Cadastral  Survey  Branch  of  the  BLM1 8  Nevada 
State  Office.  Survey  accomplishments  for  Fiscal  Years  1972  and  1973  were:
